HE WAS ALSO VICTIM OF BUZ- 


ZARDS AND BAD HOTELS 


Hard Beds, Tough Meat, Snakes and 


Pickpockets All Landmarks of 
His Journey, Yet the Judge 
Enjoyed Himself. 


‘“Tihrteen!’’ solemniy announced a unl- 
formed Mexican official ag he closed the lid 
of Judge Horatio D. Wood's trunk in the 
custom house at Juarez. And a deputy 
attached to the trunk a brass check bear- 
ing the fateful ‘33.”’ 

That the number which the custom house 
officials placed on his baggage was re- 
sponsible for any of the later incidents of 
his travels in Mexico, Judge Wood is un- 
willing to believe. But that some influence 
Operated to separate iim from the judi- 
cial dignity which is supposed to belong to 
members of the St. Louis circuit bench on 
all occasions he is certain. 

Mosquitoes, tough meat, hard beds, pick- 
pockets, buzzards and snakes are land- 
marks in Judge Wood's recollection of his 
trip, which extended to the Amate coffee 
plantation, in the isthmus of Tehuante- 
pec. 

All this does not mean that Judge Wood 
did not have a good time. He had such a 
good time that he wishes to repeat the trip, 
but his efforts to keep up the dignity of 
the ermine and the woolsack were rudely 
thwarted at almost every point of the 
journey. 

Particularly world the view of Judge 
Wood on a horseback ride in the isthmus 
delignt his St: Louis friends. Picture the 
jurist wearing a pair of high boots, gaunt- 
lets to his elbows, with a towel pinned 
around his neck, guiding his steed with one 
hand and with the other wielding the top of 
a coffee plant as a ‘‘chaser’’ for the mos- 
quitoes which were .biting through his 
clothing and almost through his boots, 
end you have the view which the judge pre- 
sents in his own account of the trip. 


Mosquitoes Found 
the Judge Easy. 


The Mexican mosquitoes found Judge 
Wood “easy.’’ Natives and long residents 
of Mexico learn to fight the insects without 
interrupting their regular occupations, or 
become proof against their bites, but the 
hewcomer is their meal ticket. Such Judge 
Wood foun himeelf to be on a night ride 
on the way to Juanita. 

“I slept all night curled up on a seat,” 
eaid the judge, but he added that his sleep- 
ing time was eating time for the mosqui- 
toes, and that he was ‘‘almost bitten to 
death.”’ 

Mosquitoes were not the only feature of 
Mexican travel which impressed the judge 
unfavorably. The rurales, or country po- 
licemen, were almost as bad in their way. 

When the first of these dignitaries board- 
ed the train a short distance over the bor- 
der, Judge Wood resisted the impulse to 
throw up his hands at once, and com- 
menced to wonder whether the supposed 
bandit would be satisfied with his money, 
or would take his watch also. No one 
could look more like a brigand than does 
the rurale, with his greasy sombrero, re- 
volver a overflowing cartridge belt. 

Then the judge's companion, Dr. Born, 
told him that the newcomer was not a rob- 
ber, but a policeman. The rurales, he ex- 
plained, ride on the trains to aid the con- 
uctors in collecting fares from Mexicans 
who have absorbed so much aguadiente 
that they mistake themselves for the own- 
ers of the railroad.

PROGRESS OF AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRIES. 


Sunday’s Post-Dispatch contained iwo full pages of facts and 
figures on the wonderful bounty of nature this vear, as shown 
in the bumper crops everywhere, especially in Missouri. Mis- 
eouri’s corn crop is the greatest In the country, and her wheat 
crop was exceeded by that of Minnesota alone. 

The census figures show that, In spite of occasional setbacks, 
this is but the climax of a remarkable growth that has gone 
on steadily during the past ten years. In 1900 the total value 
of farm property in the United States was $2),500,000,000, pro- 
ducing a gross income on investment of 18.38 per cent. As a 
majority of farm lands are worked by their owners, this gross 
income means far more to those who receive it than the same 
percentages of gross income would mean in industries run en- 
tirely with hired labor. 

And it is to be noted that the increase in number of farms, 
acreage and value, {s nearly all in the central] group of Stxtes, 
the seven leadh.g agricultural states this year being MMissourt, 
Jowa, Illinois, Indisna VTennsylvania and New York. Jn -his 
central group the total! value of farm lands and no'dinss ia 
about 28 per cent grcat‘r row that ten years ago, ani the value 
of products nearly doubled in the decade from 1890 to 1909. 

If this increase has talen place with agricultural science still 
in its Infancy, whe can forecast the future? By the end ef an- 
other decade the Central States, with Missouri as their. most 
productive center, may be in a position to feed the wor'd.

Arthur Ahring Took Hold of Live Wire 
and Was Being Slowly Electro- 
cuted When His Compan- 
ion Rescued Him. 


By the prompt application of electrical 
knowledge, and by the application of a 
hatchet with corresponding promptness, 
Ira Pendleton, an East St. Louis boy, 
saved Arthur Ahring, aged 14, another 
Hast St. Louis boy, from electrocution 
Thursday afternoon. 

The Ahring boy took hold of a live wire 
and could not let &o of it. The Pendleton 
boy chopped the wire in two. Arthur 
was severely burned, but his life was 
Saved. 

Arthur is a son of Fred Ahring of 1118 
Baugh avenue, Hast St. Louis. 

The boys were playjng on Baugh avenue 
when Ira noticed a Wire hanging down a 
telephona pole. Perhaps because it looked 
idnocent and perhaps because he wanted 
to find out whether it was innocent, Ira 
took hold of it. 

lie immediately wished that he had not 
dons so. The wire was far from innocent. 
As Ira took hold of it, it took hold of him 
in a manner that was distinctly vicious. 
It sent a shock through him and hissed 
and writhed and wound itself about him. 

The wire was crossed with another wire 

hd it wes loaded with a strong current 

electricity. 

Ira tried to go, but he 
The wire was buwening his 
seream -d with pain. 

Then Arthur did just the thing almost 
any other boy would not have done. He did 
not try to take the wire away from Ira and 
he did not try to take Ira away from the 
wire, because he knew he could not do 
either without getting himself as badlv 
complicated with the electricity as Ira 
was. ’ 

He ran into woodshed near by and, pick- 
ing up an ax he he found lying there, 
he ran back to*the place where a was 
writhing with pain at the foot of the tele- 
phone pole. The wire was hanging close 
to the pole. With one blow he forced the 
wire against the wood and severed it and 
cut off the current which wig doing Ira to 
death. 

Ira dropped to the ground half conscious. 
Some men who had come to the spot car- 
ried him into a house and he was revived.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Aug. 22.—Quan- 
trell’s Rough Riders took Independence this 
morning. Twenty-six grizzled veterans of 
the guerrilla troop were in attendance at 
the fifth annual reunion of survivors when 
the roll was called. Heavy rain since ear- 
ly morning prevented many who live in 
this vicinity from coming. They are ex- 
pected later in the day. 

When the veterans were lined up for 
rolilcall in front of the Jackson County 
courthouse a little incident occurred, which 
almost resulted in a second chapter of the 
Lawrence raid. 

Jim Cummings, the only original Jim, 
who was with the Jameses and Young- 
ers after the war, and with Quantrell dur- 
ing the war, stood in line. A man from 
Lawrence, Kan., walked up and began 
talkin about the time when Quantrill 
sacked Lawrence. 

“l was. about the only man who escaped 
alive,’’ he said, “but you fellows stole ail 
my property. I'd like to find out who got 
my goods.”’ 

Jim Cummings’ mild blue eyes blazed. He 


stepped out of line and remarked to the 
Lawrence man.

“It was in the Lawrence fight, but T did 


not steal any of your goods. But if you are 
not satisfied with what he did in war 
time just step out here on the grass and 
vou and [| will fight out the difference.
